The first, “ An act to regulate the proceedings in actions for the 
non-performance of covenants,” it will be perceived, by the Legisla- 
ture, is almost a literal transcript from the Statute 8 and 9, Wiliam 
iil, chapter1i. The statute of William, the undersigned beg leave 
t: observe, has been adopted in most of the states of the Union; and 
it is peculiarly important thac it should be adopted in Arkansas. 

The second, “ Au act supplementary to the penal laws,” is designed 
to fender criminal certain acts of e very common occurrence, and of 
_most alarming and d.ngerous tendency.

Secretary the following 
MESSAGE: 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, 
and of the House of Representatives : 

I sincerely regret, that it was not in my power to reach the Seat 
of Government, in time to make my communications to the Legisla- 
ture as early as usual. [I hope this circumstance will not retard the 
progress of the public business. My recent appointment, and neces- 
sary absence from the Territory, induced me to ask your patient in- 
dulgence for a few days, to enable me to present a full view of cur 
patftic concerns, and those subjects which merit vour special consid- 
eration. 

I avail myself, however, of this occasion, to advert to.an ‘act of 
Congress, passed at the last session, which takes from the Governor 
the power of appointing the Public Officers, and vests it in the Le- 
gislature and the citizens of the Territory, qualified to vote, at such 
times and places, and under such rules and regulations, as the Le- 
gislature may prescribe. Congress, in this act. declares, that it shall 
take effect, from and after the first dav of Deceinber, in the vear 
eighteen hundred and twenty-nine; ahd certainiy intended, that the 
power of the Governor should then cease, and the right of election 
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should vest in the people and the Eegislature. But this right to 
elect, cannot take effect at the time specified, unless Congress or the 
Legislature of the Territory, previously prescribe iine ‘and place, 
aad the appropriate rules and regulations, for the exercise of the 
right. Congress, instead of providing in the act for giving it effect 
from and after the first day of December next, bas referred the mat- 


ter to you, and postponed the operation of the Jaw until after your ` 


present session, to’afford the immediate Representatives of the peo- 
ple of the Territory an opportunity of selecting the times and places, 
and mode of election, best saited to the habits and wishes of their 
constitueuts. The Representatives of the nation have’ granted to 
the citizens of the Territory the bigh privilege of choosing their own 
officers—a privilege never beforé enjoyed under any Territorial Go- 
vernment, and I cannot believe that you will hesitate to furnish the 
means necessary for its exercise. 

This subject is of the first magnitude, and demands your immedi- 
ate and deliberate attention. In passing an Election law, at the 
presént session, prescribing time and place, and rules and regola- 
tions, in conformity to the act of. Congress, you do not carry it imo 
effact before the first day of Decensber. Yon only provide for car- 
rving it into effect at the very time contemplated by Congress,— 
Tne object and essence of the act is, that, from and after the first 
dav of. December next, the officers ef the Territory shall receive 
their offices from the people and the Legislature, instead of the 
Governor. 

Whether the election of Auditor and Treasurer, and Justice of 
the Peace, can be made at the present session, I will not, at present, 
pretend to determine. But elections by the people are often made 
before the period at which the persons chosen are to enter upon their 
official duties. Permit me to add, that nice and technical objections 
ought not to be indulged, in derogation of the great. principle of self- 
government, which the National Legislature, ï ina spirit of liberality, 
have extended to the citizens of thig new and remote Territory. : 

Whether a convention of the Legislature will be either indis- 
pensable or expedient, before the next regular session, for the pur- 
pose of choosing those officers to be elected by the Legislature, is 
respectfully submitted to your determination. If any reasonable plan 
can be devised, to dispense with a call of the Legislature, you may 
rely upon my cheerful and ready co-operation. 

At an early day I will submit a more general view of the affairs 
of the Territory, and such matters as may be deemed worthy of your 
consideration. : JOHN POPE.

of our civil government. And the better to secure to the people their 
rights and hbernes, Congress, at the last session, have granted them ` 
the right of self-government te an extent unexampled tn out histaty, | 
With the exception ot a few officers to be appointed by the Preši. | 
dent, all are to be chosen by the people and their Representatives, 
Ī hail this change in your political condition with both pleasure and 
‘approbation. ‘The people will be able, by the experiment about to 
be made, to understand the practical effects of the principle thus ex. 
tended, hefore they enter into a State Government; and when they 
form a Constitution, it willbe more apt to stand the test of time. In E 
the language of an eminent statesman, this western hemisphere 
seems to be a- world of matter for ‘a world of mind, and light and 
liberty are rapidly penetiating the most remote recesses of the wil- 
derness. . Vos ‘ . : 

Under a wise and liberal policy of the National Government, fol- 
lowed by a sound and just course of Legislation on the part of the 
Territory, this remote region will soon blossom like the rose, not oniy 
in the general improvement of the face. of the country, bur ’in its 
moral, social, and intellectual condition.. The Arkansas Territory, 
extending from the Mississippi west to the Mexicas line and Indian 
boundary, and north from the Louisiana line, in the 33d degree of 
north latitude, to the south line of the State of Missouri, in lati 
tude: 36 degrees and 30 minutes, containing a laige portion of the 
most fertile lands, adapted to a great variety of products, intersecte 
with many of the best navigable rivers, with a mild and salubriou: 
climate, furnish strong inducemeuts to emigration from the old States 
Permit me to assure you and your constituents, that nothing shall bif 
Wanting.on my part, consistent with that fidelity which I owe to th 
National Government, to advance the prosperity of the ‘Territa! 
and hasten your march to that rank in this great confederatio 
of free States, to which you are destined. 

You cannot be indifferent or inattentive to the exposed state ( 
our south-western and western frontiers. Ou. the one side, we 4 
bounded by the Mexican Province of Texas, and on the other by t! 
most enlightened and warlike tribes of Indians, without any militaa™ 
post near enongh to afford usefficient protection in case of a rupti 
Between us and this Proyince or the Indian tribes, there is no ba 
tier, Neither rivers, lakes, or mountains divide us. Fort Tovo 
erected for the seeurity of our settlements on the Red river, has Demy 
abandoned, under an order of the Secretary of. War. i 
miliary force at Cantonment Gibson consists of fiye compart 
rarely complete, and stationed nearly forty miles within the Inti 
boundary, and in the event of war, all communication hetween ! 
post and our militia would in a moment be cut off We are liable 
those collisions which have occurred in all tines and countries 
tween nations similarly situated. Althongh there iso special ! 
son to apprehend danger from any quarter, it is your duty and! 
cf your constituents, to be prepared for any event. We shoult 
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warned by experience, that the most peaceful people are often driven 
to the necessity of fighting for peace. We should bear in mind, that 
the Indian tribes are numerous and warlike, ever jealous of the ex- 
tension of our settlements tq the west. In this view of our situation, 
we should cultivate with our neighbors the most friendly and just 
relations; but at the same time we should, to prevent ‘hostilities, be 
prepared to repel aggression. According to the present policy and: 
arrangement of the Federal Government, this superintendency does 
not extend beyond the limits of the Territory. The Executive here 
isno longer the organ or medium of communication between the 
Indian tribes in our neighborhood and the Executive authorities of 
the Union; nor are the Indian Agents in any manner subject to his 
control; and hence the want of power to command their respect, 
and to exercise that beneficial influence over them which, under 
_other circumstances, might be exerted to maintain peace and har- 
mony with our Indian neighbors. 

Permit me to recommend to your consideration, a revision of the 
Militia Law, with a view to have them completely organized, and 
to make the musters less frequent and more efficient. Would it not 
be advisable, to convene them in larger bodies, and to keep them 
together for a longer time? This plan would seem to me better cal- 
culated to improve their discipline and prepare them for active ser- 
vice. To your experience and better judgment, this matter is re» 
spectfully submitted. 

I would suggest, also, the expediency of calling on the head of 
the War Depattment, to establish a milltary post on the- Arkansas 
river, below Cantonment Gibson, within our limits, where a com- 
munication could be maintained between the militia and the garri- 
son. Of the necessity of a military garrison on Red river, you can 
better judge than myself. 

With regard to our frontier on Texas, it may not be amiss to re- 
mark, that a hope is indulged that it will be purchased by our go- 
verninent. From a superficial view of the subject, it seems to me 
that the Mexican government can have no strong objection to sell, 
and that it would be wise and prudent on our part to become the 
owners. We have every reason to expect that the present Chief 
Magistrate of the nation will not only avail himself of every oppor- 
tunity to advance the great interest of the nation, but that nothing 
will be wanting on his part to add to the strength, security, and pros- 
perity, of the Western Conntry. The acquisition of this Province 
will ensure to us peace and safety on our south-western and western 
borders, _

tated by necessity and sound policy, and ought to be a subject of the 
first concern with every Member of the Legislature. The most de- 
sirable parts of this country is considered, at a distance, if not inacces- 
sible, at least so difficult of approach, that many are deterred from 
attempting to remove their families to Arkansas. Roads to the Post 
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of Arkansas, Helena, and Chicot, are highly useful and convenien*, 
and especially to those who descend the Mississippi, with a view to 
visit, or to remove to, this Tertitory. But, as a land route, or channel 
of communication and intercouise, between this Territory and 
all other parts of the Union, and more especially with Tennessee, 
Alabaina, the south part of Kentutky, and the southern states gene- 
rally, the road commonly called the Military Road from the Missis- 
sippi, near Memphis, to the Seat of Gove: nment, is certainly an ob- 
ject of the first importance, and ought to engage the earliest and ac- 
tive attention of every Member of this General Assembly. This 
Road cowpleted, will be convenient to all who may wish to remove 
to, or Visit, any part of ibe inierior of this country, and will open a 
communication though the cente of the Territory, from is eastern 
line, the Mississippi river, io iis western boundary. From the repie- 
sentations made io me about.this Road, during my first visit to the 
Territory, Í was induced to doubt the practicability of making it pass- 
able at all seasons of the year, and addressed a letter to the Post- 
master General, advising him to have the mail for this Teritory, on 
the Mississippi, and as high as Litile Rock, carried by steam-boats, 
and that contracts could probably be made for conveying it in that 
way, and [ still believe that it would be expedient to do so, on the 
Mississippi, and up the Arkansas river as high as the Post of Arkan- 
sas.. The Postmaster General gave a veiy piompt answer to my 
communication, in which he indicated his readiness to carry my plan 
into effect, on reasonable terms, and was willing to receive proposals 
for that purpose. Oa my return from Kentucky, I determined to 
travel this Military Road, to enable me to obtain more correct in- 
formation, and to give an opinion to the General Government with 
more confidence and saiisfection to myself. Nor do I regret the un- 
Aertaking, alihough my family had to encounter some -unpleasant 
hardships on the route 

From the best observaiion Į was able to make, with the facts I 
derived from others, I feel assured that this may be made a good 
practicable rovie, at all seasons of the year. There may be some 
momentary ioieiruptions at a few places, but not such as to impair 
Maitetially che great mility of this road. That I may be the better 
unde:stood, permit me, on a subject of so much importance, to deal 
more in-detail, and to furnish, in part, the data upon which my opin- 
ion is founded, Fiom this place to ihe river Si. Francis, a distance 
of more than one hundred miles, the road is the best over which I 
ever travelled ; with the exception of a few miles between this and 
Mr. Gray’s, the condiiion of which is a reproach on Little Rock, and 
the county of Pulaski. From the river St. Francis to the Mississip- 
pi, a distance of Jess than forty miles, the road is fiee from inunda- 
‘tion for more than half the distance, and on a great portion of the 
residue the oveiflow does not exceed fiom one to five feet. In some 
few places the overflow is deeper and will require higher and wider 
causeways than at other places. The three narrow and deep lakes 
which intervene, may be passed with facility, by floating bridges, at 
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an expense of less than fifteen hundred dollars; and a toll-gate and 
one keeper at one of the lakes will suffice for the whole, and a great 
part of the road. That part of the road free from inundation can be 
made good at a moderate expense, and the whole can be completed 
and put ip good order with a sum far below the usual estimate, if 
placed in the hands of a firm, skilfo}, and faithful agent. Much 
money has already been expended on this road. The bridges and 

att of the other work on the road have been well executed ; but in 
part it has been badly and unskilfully performed. In order-to ac- 
_ complish this object, the liberality of the National Government may 
be again appealed to with success, if that body can be satisfied that 
the project is practicable, and that the funds givéa will be faithfully 
applied. Some few places beiween the St. Francis and White 
river, and between White river and near Gray’s, may be improved at 
a moderate expense. The few milés of bad road between this place 
and Gray’s, may, I hope, be safely confided to the energy, publie 
spit, and ability of the county of Pulaski. Even the bottom of 
White river may be made good by a causeway and bridges; but 
without this, at the highest water, the only inconvenience to be 
experienced is the delay of ferrying a greater distance than at other 
times, l l l ; 

To preserve this important road, \t will be proper to give it up af- 
ter it is made, either to a Company or,an Agent, with power to col- 
lect such tolls as wilt pay the keeper and keep the road in good 
order. I have dwelt more on this subject, on account of its mag- 
nitude and utility, and from a conviction that this road, if made good, 
will greatly accelerate the settlement of this most valuable and de- 
sirable country.. A road from Helena, to intersect this leading 
route north of White river, will be very important and useful) A 
land route from the Seat of Government to Chicot ought to be 
opened, as soon as convenient; and the road from this place tothe 
Missouri State line, by Batesville and Davidsonville, is very im- 
portant, and merits special consideration. . 

Coming from the different parts of the Territory, clothed with the 
confidence of ‘your constituents, you are best acquainted with their 
local concerns, and can present other objects of internal improve- 
ment woithy of public consideration. The increase of population 
and representation, since your last session, will give new sirength 
and influence to your appeals to the National Legislature, in be- 
half of the rights of your. constituents and the important concerns of 
the Territory ; and I confidently rely that vou will not fail to ley 
these subjects before that body, so far as, in your opinion, they de- 
serve consideration. : 

One otber subject, requiring the agency and liberality of Con- 
gress, | beg leave to suggest.. That:this place will ever continue 
to be the Seat of this Goveinment, not only in its Territorial form, 
but'after this Territory shail assume the dignified rank of a member 
of the Confederation, is generally admitted. The temporary build- 
ing which you now occupy is private property, and too small and in- 
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convenient, and with vour increased number, unfit for your delibera- 
‘tions. Your numbers and business will progress, and I submit to 
your better judgment whether some provision ought not to be made 
for erecting the necessary public buildings for the General Assem- 
bly, the Superior Court, and other public officers connected with 
the administration of the government. If the population of the Ter- 
ritory is too small or too poor, will not Congress, if applied to, appro- 
priate a portion of the public lands for this purpose? I confidently 
believe they will, and certainly consider this fund fairly applicable 
to the erection of the public buildings, and internal improvement of 
the Territory. 

When speaking in reference to the public lands, I am involuntari- 
ly led to notice the condition of a portion of the population of the 
new States and Territories. From a report lately made to Congress, 
it appears that a very large number in every new State and Terri- 
tory, are not owners of land, and the fact is certain that they are not 
able to purchase. These are chiefly emigrants from the old States, 
many with large families, hardly abtéto procure the means necessary 
to defiay the expenses of removal. They have settled on the pub- 
lic lands, and made small improvements to subsist their wives and 
children, and are liable every moment to be driven from their homes 
by the wealthy speculator, without compensation for their labor.— 
They have not money to purchase where to lay their heads, and 
without the protecting hand of a wise, just, and humane Govern- 
ment, they must seek homes from the bounty of some foreign Go- 
vernment. It ought to be remembered, that many of these men have 
shared the toils and dangers of defending the rights and liber- 
ties of their country. and must now become tenants or vassals in this 
land of freedom, or find refuge ina foreign land. They are willing 
to pay the best price any government can receive for their wild 
lands. They are willing to improve the lands and raise a hardy 
and industrious race of children to support and defend their country. 
When the General Government ceded a part of this Territory to the 
Cherokee Indians, upon which a number of our citizens had settled 
and made improvements, they made a donation of three hundred 
and twenty acres of land to each settler, as an equivalent for his 
labor and losses; and have not other settlers and improvers of the 
public property equal merit and a fair claim to the public considera- 
tion? 

Í hope to be pardoned for expressing here an opinion which I have 
long and uniformly avowed, that the sale of wild lands, by any go- 
vernment, without imperious necessity, is a miserable policy. It im- 
poverishes a new country, by withdrawing the capital essential to its 
improvement. If the government is not willing to give the settlers 
their choice of lands, grant each a quarter section of the lands left 
after a first or even a second exposure to sale, upon concition that he 
or his family shall occupy it for seven years and make certain im- 
provements; or if the government must be paid, give the settler 
seven years to pay for it, ‘This system would operate equally in 
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favor of the States; the poor every where would be provided for; 
their industry stimulated ; the wilderness improved; and much 
strength and wealth added to the national stock. From. three to 
five hundred thousand dollars is annually expended to build and 
equip one ship of the line, to protect our enterprising traders in dis- 
tant seas. That sum, expended in donations of land to actual settlers 
and cultivators of the soil, to protect and stimulate the industry of 
our indigent population, would almost make a State, and add much 
to our capital of morals, industry, wealth, and strength. These sug- 
gestions are made, not only for you, but for the “consideration of 
my fellow-citizens generally ; and is the result of-long and profound. 
reflection on the policy pursued in relation to our public domain. 
Before my arrival in the Territory, in May last, a portion of the 

lands reserved for the use of a Seminary of Learning in this Ter- 
ritory, had been selected. In the month of June, I gave Mr. Elias 
Rector written instructions to proceed to complete the selections 
of the best lands to be had. These instructions have been in part 
complied with, and he is now only waiting for some new surveys to 
be made, in order to select the best and most vajuable lands. He 
will, as soon as practicable, complete the business, and the selec- 
tions will be submitted to the Secretary of the Treasury, for his ap- 
probation. Permit me to recommend an application to Congress, 
to authorize the Legislature of the Territory, the Governor, or 
other qualified agent, to lease out these lands for long terms—15 
or 21 years—the unimproved lands to be free from rent for five 
years, with a covenant to make good improvements in that time, and 
afterwards to pay a reasonable rent for the residue of the term.— 
Short leases will answer no good purpose. Ifleases are made for long 
terms, t the tenants-will feel an interest in making lasting and valuable 
improvements, and in a few years an ample revenue wiH-be se- 
cured for the education of the rising generation of this Territory— 
an object of the highest importance in every free country. 
© Leaving those subjects which have reference to the co-operation 
of the Government of the United States, permit me to call your at- 
tention to matters of internal concern, and which belong exclusively 
io the consideration of this Assembly. I regret that I have not 
been furnished with any reports or docnments in relation to the 
fiscal concerns of the ‘Territory, a subject which ought to com- 
mand the most vigilant attention of every government. I presume 
the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s reports will give you the necessary in- 
formation on this branch of our civil administration, and that the 
condition of our monied concerns and our revenue laws will receive 
from the Legislature the consideration due to their importance. 
The fact that the Territorial notes, or Scrip, issued from the Frea- 
suty, is selling at abont sixty cents for the dollar, proves that there 
is some defect in our system of taxation, or in the management of 
our financial concerns. I beg leave tourge upon this Assembly, a 

strict investigation into the affairs of the revenue. and the adoption 
of effectual measures to redeem the Scrip out and restore the pub- 
ie credit,

Í would respectfully recommend a review of the revenue laws, te 
induce-a more equal and just rule of taxation. Taxes should be 
proportioned to the income of individuals, or the value of their pro- 
perty, agd both policy and justice dictate a more liberal and equi- 
table course in relation to the lands of non-residents, a great pro- 
portion of which are the Military Bounty Lands granted by the 
United States as a reward for the-valor and services of our brave 
soldiers in vindicating the rights of their country. The owners of 
these lands are at a distance, dispersed over different parts of the 
Union, and ignorant of the situation or value of their lands, and, 
many of them, of your laws of taxation. Thetrouble and expense 
incident to a removal, or even a visit, to this Territory, entitles 
them, for at least a reasonable time, to some indulgence, and a more 
liberal and just policy. To the liberality of their Representatives 
in Congress, the people of this Territory, through their faithful and 
active Delegates in Congress, and the Legislature, are appealing 
from year to year, and to ensure success it would seem to me bet- 
ter to pursue a more indulgent and just course of policy. Without 
questioning your power to sell the lands of non-residents, permit me 
to inguire whether it would not be expedient to impose on those 
lands a reasonable tax, and whether sold to individuals or stricken 
off to the Territory, grant the 1ight of redemption for at least five 
years, upon the payment of the tax and ample interest. It appears 
to me cruel and unwise to throw these lands hastily into the market 
for speculation. Such a course may excite prejudice against the 
Territory in the National Legislature, and tend to defeat your ap- 
plicctions for indulgence and aid, upon the. success of which the 
we:fare and prosperity of the Territory so essentially depend. 

I am not sufficiently acquainted with your laws, or the practical 
administration of then), to point out their defects, and prescribe the 
appropriate remedies. This subject is properly referred to the 
superior knowledge and experience of the Judges, who are required 
by law to give information to the Legislature from time to time. 
This duty, I have no doubt, they have or will fully and faithfully per- 
form. 

On the subject of the Judiciary, with reference to the present 
and approaching state of things, it may not be improper to sug- 
gest for your consideration the propriety and necessity of some change 
in the number of terms to be held in the Judicial Circuits. and the 
proceedings in those Courts. The four Judges who now hoid the 
Superior Court and the Circuit Courts, are appointed by the Presi- 
dent, and paid out of the National Treasury ; and by your laws, they 
are required to held three terms, annually, in each county in the 
Territory.’ fo hold aterm of the Superior Court, of two. or three 
weeks, twice in each year, at the Seat of Government, and each 
Judge to attend four or five counties, the Seats of Justice in mapy, 
indeed most instances, one hundred miles distant from each other, 
is as much labor and duty as can be reasonably required of them. 
"Ehe convenience and necessities of the people require the erection 
of new counties, and the labors of the Judges may be so increased that 
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Congress may be induced to interpose for their relief, and impose 
upon the Territorial Government the necessity and expense of pro- 
viding Judges for the administration of justice. To avert this con- 
sequence, | would recommend to the Legislature, to reduce the terms 
of the Circuit Courts to two in each county, to be held at-the most 
convenient and fit seasons of the year, and to provide that all common 
law actions shall stand for trial at the first term, if the process shall 
be served a reasonable time before the commencement of the term, 
the time to be fixed by law or rule of Court. . Power could also be 
given to the Judges, to hold a special term for the-trial of capitat 
cases. Upon this plan new counties might be made without adding 
ina material degree to the labor of the Judges, nor would the admin- 
istration of justice be delayed. In many of the States, two terms a 
year only are held, in large counties, with five times the business 
and population of any county in this Territory. You should not 
forget, that the payment of your Judicial officers by Congress will 
cease ina few years, when you shall forma State Government ; 
and if the present plan of three terms is adhered to, and the coun- 
ties increased, the number of Judges must be multiplied, and the 
expenses of your Civil Government greatly enhanced. It would 
be wise to adopt the best system under your ‘Ferritorial form of 
Government, as all experience bas demonstrated the difficulty of 
correcting error after it has taken deep root, or reversing bad pre- 
cedents. 

It may be necessary and convenient, either now or at some fu- 
ture session, to organize a system of County Courts, to superintend 
the local concerns of the counties, with jurisdiction of wills, ad- 
ministrations, mills, roads, &c. allowing appeals and writs of error, 
under proper limitations, to the Circuit Courts, or Superior Court, 
or both. A tribunal of this sort, in some form for local purposes, 
has been found convenient in most, if not all, the States. It would 
be neither necessary nor proper to give them cognizance of civil 
actions. 

The glorious uncertainty of the law is a fruitfol source of evil and 
mischief to the people, and has long been a reproach on that import- 
ant science. It would be well to have the statute laws revised and 
a digest made, with such amendments as would render the proceed- 
ings more simple, and free the course of justice as far as practicable 
from those technical difficulties and perplexing aud intricate subtleties 
in Which right is too often entangled and lost. 

I would recommend the most efficient, and, I might add, severe 
| law for the suppression of Faro Banks, E O Tables, aud like ma- 
| chinery, tending to demoralize the people, and to seduce the young 
| andunwary. These sinks of vice and ruin, it may with truth be said, 
| have been the primary cause of many of the scenes of outrage, vio- 
| lence, and blood-shed, which have disturbed ‘the peace of this town, 
and injured its character and that of the whole Territory, abroad. 
In jnstice to the people of this Territory, I declare, in the face of the 
world, and on the responsibility of my public and private character, 
that, among no people with whom I am acquainted, are the ordina- 
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ry offences against the property and peace of society less frequent; 
stealing and robbery are rare; no where are the moral and social 
relations maintained with more fidelity ; and even the black popu- 
lation seem to acquire a laudable pride and elevation of character 
the moment they breathe the Arkansas atmosphere. And yet a few 
outrages and scenes of violence, which have occurred at the Seat of 
Government, where law and order would be expected to reign, have 
made, at a distance, the most unfavorable impression on the charac- 
ter of this people, and greatly impeded, as I verily believe, migration 
to this country, The Representatives of the People owe it to them- 
selves and their constituents, to level the strongest Legislative artil- 
lery against the evil to which I have adverted, and, if possible, pro- 
duce a radical reform. i 

The power of the Legislature to suppress the practice of carrying 
secret deadly weapons, which often, upon sudden and slight provo- 
cations, lead to fatal results, has been questioned by the Courts of 
some of the States, under that clause of the Constitution, which se- 
cures to the people the right to bear arms for the defence of their 
country against a foreign foe, and for the security of their liberties 
against domestic usurpation. If the power to prohibit the carrying 
of such weapons be doubtful, it would-be well to discriminate in the 
punishment, between offences committed by such weapons and other 
cases, and by a combination of public sentiment and law, it is hoped 
this practice may be discontinued. These dirks and pistols, carried 
in the civil and social walks of hfe, among our neighbors and as- 
quaintances, are but substitutes for the tomahawk and scalping-knife. 
The man who wears them, indicates a distrust of his fellow-citizens, 
or a temper fatally disposed to mischief. Many, vo doubt, carry 
them, because it is fashionable, and without bad intent, and I am J 
sure none will suspect me of any personal allusion. Permit mef 
to exhort every honorable man, conscious of his own rectitude, to 
lay aside the pistol and the dagger, and rely upon the law and that 
moral force with which, in this free, civilized and enlightened coun- 
try, every citizen is surrounded. 

It is generally adinitted, that humanity as well as the public inter- 
est, demands that something should be done to induce the erection 
of suitable buildings at the Hot Springs,in Clark county. for the 
accommodation of infirm and diseased persons, who are compelled 
to resort there for relief. The lands there and adjacent, are unfit for 
cultivation, and, owing to the quantity of minerals in that region, 
they have neither been surveyed nor offered for sale. Experience 
has demonstrated, that the wateis of those Springs are more effica- 
cious, than any usedin the United States, in the cure of some of the 
most obstinate and afflicting maladies incident to the human fami- 
ly. Applications have been made for a lease of those Springs, but I 
am not aware that the Governor of this Territory has any power 
over them. IT would therefore recommend an application to Cor- 
gress, to make a donation of those S rings to the Territory; or t0 
authorize a lease for such a erm as will induce some enterprising 
_ Individual to provide convenient accommodations for visiters. 
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While it is but an act of justice to say that the Delegate of this 
Territory has been active and zealous in behalf of the rigbts of the 
people, and the interest of the Territory, and has accomplished as 
much if not more than any Delegate ever did, yet it is right and 
proper that he should be aided by the representations and opinions of 
this Assembly, on all subjects of public interest, requiring the aid or 
liberality of the National Government. We have every reason to 
believe that the members of the present Administration are animated 
by the best feelings, and most sincere solicitude, for the advance- 
ment of this rising Territory ; and this furnishes an additional ground 
of hope for the success of every reasonable application, 

Upon a mature consideration of the act of Congress, adverted to 
in my last communication, I now recommend the passage of a law 
for the election of all the Officers of the Territory therein provided 
for; and for the election of the Auditor, Tre: urer, and Justices of 
the Peace, at the present session, to be commissioned by the Governor, 
to commence their term of service, by virtue of your election, from 
and after the first day of December next. [I would advise, also, a re- 
vision of your election laws, and that effectual measures be provided 
by law for the punishment of bribery, corruption, and other malprac- 


' tices tending to destroy or impair the purity of elections, the .vital

principle of a free government, and upon the preservation of which 
its duration essentially depends. - 

Many topics of public concernment, worthy of your attention, have 
probably been omitted in this communication; but I trust to your 
better knowledge of the wants and local interests of your immedi- 
ate constituents, to supply the defects. l 

For the privilege of self-government, granted to the people of this 
Territory, by the spirit and genius of our free Constitution; for the 
blessings of health, plenty, and felicity, every where enjoyed; and 
for the bright prospects of freedom and prosperity before us, I invite 
you to join me with grateful hearts and profound humility, in return- 
ing our thanks to the Great Ruler of all things. i 

Assured of your diligence and devotion to your Legislative duties, 
I will conclude by promising you my prompt concurrence in any 
measure calculated to promote the interests of your constituents, 
and the welfare of the Territory. JOHN POPE.

It is expedient in order’to pre- 
vent vacancies in the offices to be filed by the Legislature, and it 
cannot be an unlawful exercise of power, provided the officers so 
elected do not enter ou the duties of their offices until after the first 
day of December neat. Until that time, the persons so elected will 
not be in any respect officers of the government, and the present m- 
cumbents will continue to act; and at that time, unless the present 
Legislature acts, the ‘Perntory will be without officers, as the power 
to appoint, by the Executive, ceases ou the first gay of December.— 
Your committee beg leave to refer to the act of Congréss organiz- 
ing the Territory of Arkansas, as strikingly illustrative of the power 
of the Legislature toact. The act of Congress, last mentioned, went 
into operation on the 4th of July, 1819, and yet the President of the 
Umted States commissioned ali the officers for the Tersitory of Ar- 
kansas in Mareh previous; and they were ready in the Territory to 
Sus the civil government, The President found it necessaryto 
mike the appointments and commission the officers, prior to the time 
when the government of Arkansas was to be organized, in order 
that no unnecessary-delay might take place in carrying the provisions 
of that act into operation. The appointments thus made, were ne- 
‘cessary preparatary steps, without which the beneficial operation of 
the law would have been suspended, and the intentions of Congress 
partially defeated ; and your committee believe that this is the author- 
ized and long sanctioned practice of the Executive of the United 
States. This case is in many respects similar to the one under con- 
sideration, and is considered by your committee, as furnishing high 
and conclusive authority that the Legislature has the power to elect 
the Andito#, Treasurer, and Justices of the-Peace. Such an exer- 
cise of power will not be an usurpation of the powers at present vest- 
ed in the Executive, nor an infringement of the rights and privileges 
‘of any other department of the Territorial Government. „Tbe Gov- 
ernor can either before or on the 1st day of December, comission 
such officers as may be elected by the Legislature; and as such offi- 
cers are not to enter on the duties of their offices until after the act 
of Congress takes effect, no question can possibly arise as tō the va- 
lidity of their official acts. Your committee vot only think that the 
Legislature, at their present session, have full and ample power to 
elect the officers in question: but that itis an iperious duty for 
them to do so. Your committee, therefore, beg leave to offer the fol-

The Prosecuting Attorneys, Clerk of the Superior Court, Clerks 
of the Circuit Courts, Sheriffs, and Coroners, to be comunissioned 
by tae Governor, 

Soe, 6, authorizes the euahit 4 voters of each township to elect on 
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Sec. 7. makes it incompatible for the offices of Sherif and County - 


Treasurer to be held by the same person, and anthorizes the quali- 
fed voters of each county to elect one County Treasurer, and pre- 
scribes his duties, bond, liabilities, &e. 

Sec. 8, makes it the ‘duty of the County Treasurers to ate an- 
nual settlements with the Circuit Court, undera penalty of 8200. 


Sec. 9 and 10, make it the duty of the present Sheriffs to pay ovet -

Sec. 11, fixes the compensation to be received by the County 
Treasurers, 

Sec. 12, makes it the duty of the een of the Circuit Courts to 
sive certificates of election to the County Treasurers. 

See, 13, prescribes the places of holding the elections, &c. 

sec. 14, prescribes, “that neither Prosecuting Attorney, Clerk of 
the Superior Court, Clerk of the Circuit Court s, sheriff, Coroner, 
nor Constable, shall hereafter hold the office of Justice of the Peace, 
and that no person shall hold any two of the aforesaid offices, or any 
of the above offices, and an office under the General Government.” 

See. 15, provides for the filling of such vacancies as may happen 
in any of the aforesaid offices, by special elections, to be o:dered by 
the Sheritfs or Coroners. :

Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the Territory of Ar- 
kansas, most respectfully represent, that the best interest of the Ter- 
tilory loudly calls for their united exertions upon the great and im- 
portant principles of internal UN Gath When your memo- 
tlalists look around amongst the States of the Union, they find them 
engaged in preparing for the future and substantial interests of their 
country ; and the success with which their labors have been crown- 
ed, stimulates your memorialists to emulate their examples. Ar- 
kansas į is remotely situated from the balance of the great republican 
family, and although blest with a soil rich beyond comparison, a 
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climate congenial to health and to the growth of the most valuable 
commodity, atid her borders washed by the majestic Mississippi, yet 
the difficulties which emigrants have to encounter in getting into 
the interior of the Territory, may be justly said to be settling a 
country through mud and mire... Your memorialists are sensibly 
imprest with the great importance that it is to all countries to ftirnish 
good roads for the transportation of their surplus produce, and her 
public mails. Without the facilities of-commercial intercourse, it is 
in vain that a bountiful Providence smiles—the genial rains descend 
—or abundant crops pour forth their rich stores. Yet we talk, and 
~ write, and fold our arms, as if our roads could be turnpiked, and our 
canals dug, without the aid of human means, or as though we were 
disposed 10 depend on the General Government for money to answer 
all.our purposes. Your memorialists hesitate not to say, that, to 
furnish the assistance to facilitate the intercourse between this coun- 
iry and the populous states east of the Mississippi, would be a dis- 
bursement that would greatly contribute to increase the value of the 
public lands in Arkansas. Your memorialists are well aware, that, 
with her feeble strength, and the infant state of her settlements.in the 
Territory, that they cannot accomplish at once, all-the great objects 
of internal improyements which are desired. But your memorialists 
are unwilling, by disagreement, to fail in, and have therefore deter- 
mined to direct their attention to that which is most loudly called 
for. If the resources of the General Government will justify it, our 
formér success at their liberal hands inspires us with the hope that 
your honorable body will at once recognize the Military Road lead- 
ing from Little Rock to Memphis, as a fit object for their fostering 
care ; and however much we would be disposed most respectfully to 
solicit a farther appropriation in money, if that should be inconsistent 
with the views of the Governmefit, permit us, your memorialists, to 
ask, asa matter of experiment, to be furnished with the right of the 
land upon which the road runs, and ‘to. be authorized to erect a toll- 
gate, to demand and receive a small contribution froth passengers, 
which shall be for ever appropriated to repairing and improving the 
road. This plan, your memorialists verily-believe, will, in time, in- 
sure such an improvement as to make that important highway to be 
passable at all seasons of the year. Your memorialists would farther 
represent, that there are several lakes on the road, that require bridg- 
ing, and they believe that if the General Government will continue 
their liberality towards the effectuating of so desirable an end, by 
granting us a strip of land on each side of the road, to be approprja- 
ted to that purpose for ever. Your memorialists are well aware, that, 
for the most part, the road runs through a flat swampy country, and 
is of but little value, and subject to annual inundations; yet, by the 
same means which your memorialists contemplate improving the 
road, will reclaim much of the adjacent land throughout the whole 
neighborhood. Your memorialists would farther represent, that 
much of the land in the vicinity of. this road, is appropriated for 
military purposes; and they will only respectfully ask for a cession 
of a strip of one mile wide on each side of the road, or so much there- 
of as is not otherwise appropriated.

The Superior Court being the dernier resoit’of the citizens, 
from inferior tribunals, and those opinions òr decisions being the law 
ofthe land, the necessity of their promulgation is obvious, in order 
that the people. may be apne of the laws by which they are go- 
verned, 

As.they are now shut up in the clerk’s office, unknown to any but 
the court and bar, they have a striking similarity to the tyrant’s laws, 
which were hung so high thatthey could not be read ; yet, notwith- 
standing, the people had to pay the forfeit or penalty annexed to the 
law, though they were deprived of the opportunity of reading them. 

Those decisions consist of. opinions given by the Superior Court, 
on appeals from inferior tribunals ; which opinions, spread on the re- 
cords of the court, become the law of the land. If those decisions 
were Known to the people generally, it.might save many useless ap- 
peals, and. stop litigation in the court below, instead of going up at 
great expensé:to the Superior, €ourt, by the advice-of an Ratcorneysi to 
whom alone those degisions-are | known. 
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he Committee would not wish to be understood ds implyinggin 
their report, any impropriety or inéonsistency in those decisions; but 
they cannot avoid giving it as- their distinct opinion, that ihe publi- 
cation of those decisions would: ‘greatly tend to their future perfec- 
tion and-stability. When the opinions.of’ men gg.directly.to the ‘pub- 
lic, thete is a greater probabijity of . their bei perfectly: matured, 
than when they are filed aivay in an office, unknown. to and unseen 
by, the public eye. , v : 

The Committee have made thin necessary inquiries, on the subject 
of the expense of publishing, &c. The size -of the. pamphlet con- 
taining the reports; would be about equal to the pamphlet containing 
the laws of 1827; and the price of printing would be $126 in scrip, 
or $105 in cash, for 500 copies, (See a statement-of Mr. Woodruff; 
accompanying this repert.) There is also a letter from Mr. Edward 
Cross, prgposing to furnish a manuscript for publication, free of cost, 
It was the intention of the Committee to consult the Judges of the 
Superior Cotrt on this important sùbject; but, as the session of the 
Legislature is near a close, the Committee have thought propér-to 
submit ‘the subject to the House. -earnestly recommending, to this 
Legislature the publication of the decisions in question. .

This part of the Organic Law was originally borrowed from the 
Magna Charta of England, and is incorporated into most, if not all, 
the Constitutions of the American States. 

ihe usage is believed to be general in this Union, in criminal 

tases, to summon the jury from the county where the crime is charged 
to have been committed. The right of the accused to a trial by a 
jury of the vicinage, has been secured to English subjects, and to the 
citizens of the United States, for ages, and ouglit to be held sacred. 
Nothing is more dangerdus, than to depart from a principle of fun- 
dameatal law, to remedy a particular inconvenience:. Influenced by 
this view of the subject, I am constrained to enter:my protest against 
the passage of the bill referred to. - e JOHN POPE.
